On reaching shore he told why 
he had rejected all offers of res­ 
cue, until forced to hoist a white 
flag late yesterday as a signal for 
ald. He thought the terrific storm

of the

river would eubaide and that the 
stern section on which he took re­ 
fuge would 
drift inshore 
to a 
point where salvage might bt pos­ 
sible. 
The Laurel was broken in 
two shortly after it ran aground 
Sunday. 
Captain Johnson also said that

of Tuesday, when in New York 
City it mounted to 93 and broke 
all records for June weather. At 
4 p. rn., Wednesday the temper­ 
ature in New York City was 92.

ainee 1873. 
Heat 
prostrations 
increased 
through the east, and Newark, N.

SETATS14.67 


Collection 
of ■ Summer 
Taxes Will Be Started 
on July IO 


Escanaba’* rate for city taxes 
will be $14.67 this year as com­ 
pared to $18.77, an Increase of 
90 cents per $1000 of assessed 
valuation, It was announced by 
City Manager T. P. Kessler yes­ 
terday. 
A sum of $125,916.65 
will be raised for city purposes, 
while the preceding 
veer 
the 
levy was $118,128.60, which al­ 
so inclnded the $4,250 band fund 
figure. 
Collection of the city tax, also 
known as the summer tax, will 
be started by City Treasurer, A. 
;J. Manley on July IO, and tax­ 
payers will have until September 
15 to pay without being subject 
to the four per cent penalty. The 
tax rolls are now being made up. 
The total valuation of the city, 
after increases 
and 
decreases 
made by the board of review, re­ 
mains about the same 
as 
last 
year. 
The 
1929 
valuation 
amounts to $8,594,699 as com­ 
pared to $8,592,579 in 1928, an 
increase of $2,120. 
The band tax levy, as a re­ 
sult of the action taken by the 
majority of the council, is not in­ 
cluded in the 1929 budget total 
of $125,916.65. 
The increase in 
the budget, however, was caus­ 
ed by Increased allowances to the 
Carnegie public library and fire 
department funds and 
to 
the 
contingency fund 
for 
meeting 
expenditures for sanitary sewer 
construction. 


Michigan Is Allotted 
$78,300 by U. S. for 
Forest Fire Control 


Emergency Landing 
Fields Are Needed 
in Upper Peninsula 


As one result 
of the 
recent 
around-Hiawatha-Land air 
tour, 
it has been demonstrated that fif­ 
teen upper peninsula ports are in 
condition for the safe landing and 
taking off of large planes. 
Thirteen planes started on the 
tour at Sault Ste. Marie June l l . 
five of which were 
government 
planes departing immediately for 
Self ridge Field. 
Sixteen 
upper 
peninsula stops were made, with 
an average of five planes at each 
stop. 
Six planes completed- the 
schedule at Menominee. 
"The tour imparted 
a 
good 
healthy Impulse to the air-mind- 
ednees of our 
upper 
peninsula 
municipalities and citizens," said 
Frank L. Betts, Menominee, pres­ 
ident of the Upper Peninsula Air­ 
ways commission. 
"The outstanding need of avia­ 
tion in this territory,” continued 
Mn Betts, "is the 
provision 
for 
emergency landing fields 
in the 
line of flight between established 
airports, thereby permitting forc­ 
ed landings where 
occasion 
re­ 
quires. 
Such fields must be pro­ 
vided at intervals, to insure the 
element of safety that was lack­ 
ing to the pilots and 
their 
pas­ 
sengers on the recent tour."

"The federal Government 
has 
allotted $78,300.00 to the State 
of Michigan to be used for the 
prevention and 
suppression 
of 
forest fires, 
according 
to 
an­ 
nouncement made here today by 
Crosby A. Hoar, Assistant District 
Forester of the Lake States 
Dis­ 
trict, with headquarters at 
Mil­ 
waukee, Wis. 
"This 
allotment 
of 
Federal 
money is in accordance with a 
plan which 
has 
been 
followed 
since 1911, under which the fed­ 
eral Government offers assistance 
to the States in fire control. The 
allotment is based partly- 
upon 
the esti(pated 
cost of adequate 
protection for the State and partly 
upon the extent of the State’s ex­ 
penditures on its own behalf. 
On 
both counts Michigan ranks high, 
and the present allotment Ms the 
fifth largest given to any state. 
States receiving larger allotments 
are California, W ashington, Ore­ 
gon and Minnesota. 
Increase Over Peat Year. 
"The new federal allotment is 
larger by several thousand dollars 
than that made during the fiscal 
year which will close June 
30. 
The increase was made possible 
by a larger appropriation made by 
Congress which haa increased the 
total federal fund available for 
distribution to all the states from 
$1,200,000.00 to $1,400,000.00. 
"The reason 
for the govern­ 
ment's participation is that the 
protection of forests is a matter 
of national concern. Through the 
federal cooperation 
the 
prairie 
states, which use tim ber but do 
not grow it, are helping to pro­ 
tect the forests upon which they 
rely. 
"Following a series of hearings 
by a Senate Committee 
in 
all 
parts of the United States in 1923, 
it was decided that 
the 
federal 
cooperation in fire control, which 
bad been small up to that time, 
should be increased substantially. 
The Senate committee announced 
the purpose of the federal gov­ 
ernment to ultimately contribute 
one-fourth of the sum required 
for adequate protection in each 
state. 
It is expected that as statu 
funds for fire control increase, 
federal allotments 
will 
increase 


accordingly, so that they may con­ 
tinue to represent one-fourth of 
the total expenditures for fire con­ 
trol as they now do in most of the 
states. 
Reforestation Program. 
Although the control of forest 
fires is a basic part of any for­ 
estry program, it is only one item 
in the efforts of the federal gov­ 
ernment to promote forestry as a 
federal, state, and private activi­ 
ty. 
The national forests 
which 
are located chiefly in the western 
states are the outstanding forestry 
achievement of the federal gov­ 
ernment to date. 
Through 
the 
purchase of land national forests 
are being created in the Eastern 
Appalachians and in 
the 
Lake 
states. 
Four purchase areas now 
exist in Michigan, two of which 
are enlargements of existing na­ 
tional forests which were orig­ 
inally created out of the rem nants 
of the public domain. Three of 
these units are in the Upper Pen­ 
insula. The plan is 
to 
purchase 
about 1.000,000 acres in Michi- 
igan, selecting land which is suit­ 
able for tree growth, but which 
is not needed for farming, and to 
reestablish forests by planting in 
places 
where 
natural 
timber 
growth has been destroyed. 
Money Given State. 
Another portion of the Govern­ 
ment's forestry 
program 
deals 
with the production of forest trees 
in nurseries and their distribution 
to farmers who desire 
to 
plant 
windbreaks, 
shelter 
belts, 
or 
woodlots. 
Federal money is of­ 
fered to each state which 
main­ 
tains a state nursery for the pur­ 
pose of increasing its output and 
assisting in its development. 
The federal money whether for 
fire protection or for the produc­ 
tion of planting stock is allotted 
to the state to be merged with 
state funds and spent under state 
supervision, subject only to 
in­ 
spection by the 
federal 
govern­ 
ment. 
As soon as the federal govern­ 
ment has purchased sufficient land 
to form administrative units in 
the 
Upper 
Michigan 
purchase 
Areas, it will attem pt to install 
fire equipment and the personnel 
necessary to assure good protec­ 


tion against forest fires. For the 
present the Michigan Conservation 
Department with a fine coopera­ 
tive spirit is carrying on the pro­ 
tection work within the national 
forest purchase areas. Just as it 
has done in past years. This co­ 
operation is especially appreciat­ 
ed, since it will be impracticable 
for some time for 
the 
federal 
government to establish an equal­ 
ly efficient protection system. 
Public Values Work. 
Mr. Hoar believes that fire pro­ 
tection is sold to the public by 
concrete achievement, by lookout 
towers on the hills, red painted 
fire trucks along the highways, 
and grimy faces 
returning 
from 
the scene of action, better than a 
propaganda, speeches and signs. 
He thinks that people are most 
impressed by what they see, and 
that when they see elaborate pre­ 
parations to prevent fires and to 
quickly extinguish 
those 
which 
cannot be prevented, they realize 
the importance of fire protection. 
The towers, the trucks, and 
the 
grimy faces impress people almost 
as much as the city fire engine 
dashing down the street. 
"When there are several fires, 
a ranger must be like a general at 
headquarters," Mr. Hoar added. 
"He must direct his men by tele 
phone, though chafing to be along 
the fire trenches. 
To personally 
handle one fire would mean neg 
letting others. 
Such 
occasions 
test a ranger's executive ability." 
Adopting Modern Methods. 
"Fire-fighting has progressed a 
long way beyond the 
hand tool 
days, until now it is almost 
a 
scientific thing. We are trying to 
substitute 
rapid 
transportation 
and special equipment, 
which 
a 
few men can handle, for the old 


hand tools and large crews. To off­ 
set a shortage of man power in 
many regions where fires are pre­ 
valent, get-aways 
must 
be 
as 
quick as possible. A fire which is 
reached quickly generally can be 
checked with a small crew. 
"If a power pump with 1,000 
feet of hose will do the work of 
20 men, as it often will, we can­ 
not afford to be without it. 
Up 
to within the last few years we 
have been fighting fire with prim­ 
itive methods; men with shovels 
have been the only resource. We 
have relied upon patrols to find 
the fires, or upon reports from lo­ 
cal people. 
Now Michigan has a 
complete 
tower 
system 
which 
gives quick and accurate 
detec­ 
tion. and fire wardens are speed­ 
ing up their attack by using spe­ 
cially equipped trucks. 
On 
the 
trucks they can haul hand pumps, 
power pumps, plows, and a few 
specially qualified 
fire 
fighters. 
By reaching the fire quickly and 


by having special equipment they 
can do with a few men the work 
that formerly took 
many 
men, 
thereby saving money and over­ 
coming the frequent shortage of 
man power in isolated regions. 
"As soon as the federal govern­ 
ment 
has 
purchased 
sufficient 
land to form 
an 
administrative 
unit, it will attem pt to install fire 
equipment to assure good protec­ 
tion against forest fires. For the 
present the Michigan 
Conserva­ 
tion Department with a fine co­ 
operative spirit is carrying on the 
protection work within the n a ­ 
tional forest purchase areas, just 
as it has done in past years. This 
cooperation is especially appreci­ 
ated, since it will be impracticable 
for some tim e for the federal gov­ 
ernm ent to establish an 
equally 
efficient protection system.''

Police officers, it is generally 
conceded, always have had 
the 
rich: to defend their lives and to 
prevent the oommiseion of felon­ 
ies. 
That, however, ends 
their 
right to employ firearms in their 
work. 
Certainly up one except 
those who desire to see policemen 
slaughtered and felonies carried 
on without interference, seeks to 
deny the officer the 
protection 
and the force which the service

been great outbursts of weeping 
when horder patrolmen have used 
guns to defend themselves or to 
prevent the commission of felon­ 
ies.

and a return to tho m anufacture 
of shingles is becom ing apparent 
from th e fact that m ore shingle 
m ills are now in operation than 
for several years past. 
T he in­ 
creased dem and 
also 
indicates 
that 
m any h om e ow n ers prefer 
them to other kinds o f roofing 
now on th e market. 
It m ay also be Inferred

H E modern farm has gone electric. 
Pigs 
no longer wallow in the m ud; they ate cur­ 
ried with a vacuum cleaner. 
H ens do not 
arise at daw n; high-powered lights awaken 
them 
an 
hour 
earlier. 
Horses 
swish 
their tails at imaginary flies; the real fly is electro­ 
cuted on the wing. 
T he erstwhile farmer who arose 
to a cold house and put his feet into frozen boots may 
now. if he chooses, sleep until noon, for the cows are 
served automatically and milked by electricity. 
As for his wife, her hands may be kept as soft and 
white as those of her sister in town. 
T he old oaken 
bucket has given way to an electric pump, a thermo­ 
stat regulates the heat in the home. 
A nd a turn of 
the switch does many of the chores. 
A ll of this and 
more for the price of an automobile, which is consid­ 
ered a necessity on 85 per cent of the farms, in Illi­ 
nois at least. 
During the 50 years in which electricity has been 
used in Am erica, it has developed its resources to such 
an extent that it seems possible it will light every farm 
in the country within the next 70 years. 
Experts have been trying for some time to figure out 
just how it could be sent into the country at a rate 
that would be within the reach of the average farmer. 
T 


H E R E are no statistics available giving the total 
number of farms in the U nited States having elec­ 
tric light and power service, according to the re­ 
port of T he Committee on Relation of Electricity to 
Agriculture in their bulletin, published in Chicago. 
But one 
group of American business men are assuming that co-oper­ 
ation with the farmer will result in all the farms in the coun­ 
try being properly serviced. 
These men have established northwest of Chicago, in 
Lake County. Illinois, within easy reach of its hurrying mil­ 
lions, an all-electric miniature kingdom that points an illumi­ 
nating finger toward the solution of fat rn labor problems of 
the future. 
Facing on the Diamond Lake R oad, just northwest of its 
intersection with Hawley Avenue, that leads out of M unde­ 
lein and Libertyville. is a M odel Farm. 
Since its inaugu- 
lation in August of last year more than 2 5 ,0 0 0 people from 
all over the world have visited it. 
T he community 
that 
is 
putting 
the 
all-electric 
phe­ 
nomena into o p eratic has been dubbed "Insullvania,” in 
honor of Samuel Insult, millionaire utilities magnate of Chi­ 
cago. 
It was M r. Insult who took up some 4 0 0 0 acies I 5 
years ago and began to make use of electricity in the coun­ 
try. 
M any of the experiments now in use on the model farm 
were tried out on the Insull estate. 
B ut it is M r. Britton I. Budd. President of the Public 
Service Company of Northern Illinois, who has ex|>ended 
endless labor toward making it practical to send gas pipes 
and electricity into rural America. 


f A 
F E W years ago M r. Insull, M r. Budd and their asso- 
ciates. whose enormous utility interests control more 
kilowatts across the nation than any other group, pur­ 
chased 6 0 0 0 acres of land in what is known as the Skokie 
V alley and Lake County Countryside. 
I heir plan was not merely to parcel off the land 
and tell it at a profit. 
Here they aimed to prove 
to the modern farmer that he can grapple with the 
farm labor problem and live as comfortably as the* 
city dweller while supplying that farmer with the 
necessities of life. 
I hey have mapped out a "7 0 
year program " to "electrify rural Am erica." 
Millions arc being poured into "Insullvania." 
It is designed wholly to the development of agricul­ 
ture. 
Cleeks are being dammed, artificial lakes 
created, and 2000 acres has lieen laid out for coun­ 
try estates. 
A nd to demonstrate ju«t how electiicity 
may be utilized on the farm a model estate has been 
constructed, just tw'o miles from Mundelein. Illinois. 
I his M odel harm occupies 80 acres of the 6000- 
acre tract, and is eq u a le d with all the modern 
electric and gas appliances useful to the farmer. It 
is not an exj»erimental farm. 
Everything in use 
there has been tried out and found practical. 
T he Model I arm is designed purely as a gi< 
room, kept in operation the year round for those 
interested in developing their fauns along the latest

T he buildings are

a comfortable six-room farm 
house, stock barn, dairy room, 
offices, poultry house, swine 
barn, and an exhibit hall for 
the operation and dem onstra­ 
tion of electric and gas equip­ 
ment. 


A visit to the farm is con­ 
vincing. 
H ere 
y o u find the 
hens awakened before daw n 
by 100-watt lamps that are 
flashed 
on 
by 
automatic 
clocks, off as the sun comes 
up, on again when the sun 
goes down. 
A ll this so that 
the hens may lay more eggs. 
I he chicken house is of 
the half-monitor type with a 
capacity for IOO birds. 
T he 
lights are arranged for use to 
increase egg production in the winter when days are 
short. 
Three 
100-watt lamps are mounted six feet 
above the scratching pen to 
give light 
on the floor. 
These lights brighten up the 
roosts sufficiently to 
dis­ 
courage the hens from going to bed too soon. 
I wo 10-w att lamps lead the w ay to the 
roosts when the big lights go off. 
Thus the 
hens are not left on the floor in darkness. 
A 


S for the eggs. those that don’t go to m ar­ 
ket are put into an electrically-run incu­ 
bator, accommodating 7 50 eggs. 
By the 
use of a time clock, the eggs are turned auto­ 
matically as they once were turned under the 
setting hen. 
The temperature also is regulated 
by the clock, and the chicks are hatched oui 
with a precision arid perfection that is baffling 
even to the farmer. 
From the incubator, the chicks are hurried 
into a multi-unit brooder, where troughs tor 
feed and water hang along each deck and the 
chicks are kept warm until they can be deposit­ 
ed in the nursery. 
H ere they rec daylight, via 
a 450-w att ultra violet ray apparatus which is 
turned on and off automatically and prevents them from 
contracting rickets or pip. 
In general the :ost of operating an electric brooder 
is about a cent and a half per chick during a 42-day 
period. 
T he brooder house on the Model Farm con­ 
tains three electric brooders that vary in price from 
$ 2 9 .5 0 to $1 IO. 
T he one most favored by farmers in ti 
community costs $ 3 2 .5 0 and operates for a cent and a half 
an hour. 
T he 450-watt ultra-violet ray apparatus costs the farmer 
$ 1 5 0 and the time switch may be procured for $1 8 .5 0 .

is simple in construction. 
T he pouitryjnan’s job is to wind

the clock and set it each day. 
N ot a particularly difficult 
chore. 
I lie dairym an’s job is no less automatic than that of the 
poultryman, although when it is warm enough the cows 
do actually go outdoors to pasture. 
I hey are fed from 
automatically filled food troughs and warmed water is sup-

plied to them in individual drinking cups. 
A portable vacuum cleaner, which the dairyman will 
show you, does not disturb the cows’ nerves, keeps them 
clean and aids In producing more sanitary milk. 
Electricity is used in the dairy of the Model Farm for 
many things. 
It lights the dairy barn, the cow yard, wash­ 
room, elevates the grain to overhead bins, grinds the feed, 
clips and grooms the cows, does the milking, pumps ice 
water through the milk cooler and refrigerates the storage 
tank. 
The electric milker enables one man to care for a much 
larger number of cows. 
A two-horsepower motor operates 
the milking system, which has vacuum and suction outlets 
in each stall for attaching the electric milker. 
Gas is used to some extent on the M odel Farm. 
A 
gas-fired boiler supplies an abundance of steam and hot 
water so all milking utensils may be easily and quickly 
sterilized. 
The electric pump in use on the farm allows 
.he farmer all the water he needs and saves the farm­ 
e r’s wife much effort. 
Electric pumps may be pur­ 
chased for as little as $50. 
An electric pump can supply IOO gallons for one 
cent, and the $ 5 0 for the cost of the machine covers 
its installation in this part .of Illinois. 
O 


N E of the newest innovations on the farm is 
the charged screen that electrocutes any insect 
that may fly its way. 
"Swat the fly" is no 
longer a slogan for the modern farmerette. 
T o elec­ 
trocute the insects is less trouble and more sure relief* 
The screens may be procured to fit all windows 
and doors. 
They are actuated by electricity fjrom 
any ordinary circuit, and use practically no current 
except during the instantaneous process of electro­ 
cution. 
They are fatal to all flying insects but harm­ 
less to birds, animals and human beings. 
Then, too, one may have a portable insect-killer 
that may be hung in any insect-infested part of the 
house or barn. 
It may be^ attached to any socket. 
The Model Farm has them in the chicken houses, the 


C 
ig pens and the baroi. 
During the day they art 
ailed to attract tile flying pests. 
At night an al­ 
luring light shines to beguile the moths and beetles. 
A detachable pan which holds the dead bodies of 
the insects may be emptied when necessary. 
A ll the beasts on the Model Farm are kept cur­ 
ried and sleek by portable vacuum cleaners and even 
the pigs have shining coats and appear as contented 
as if they were allowed to wallow in the mud. 


A ! 


S against the 125 ways in which electricity is 
used on the Model Farm, gas is put to work in 
2 0 ways. 
It is used to operate the forge, do 
welding, soldering and for repairing machinery. 
An 
automatic gas-burning water heater, house heating 
boiler and incinerator occupy only a few feet of 
space in the basement cf the farmhouse, leaving ade­ 
quate room for laundry equipment, fruit and vege­ 
table storage and other things. 
By new control devices to gas and electric rangti 
meals may be left to cook for hours at a time un­ 
watched. 
Electric dishwashers and electric refrig­ 
erators make hand dishwashing and the icebox things 
of the past. 
Even the old-fashioned fireplace with 
its grimy bricks and smouldering logs has given way 
to electrically lighted grates. 
In the community around Mundelein they will tell 
you that the farmer boy and girl who have left home 
for schools in the city have done much to bring mod­ 
ern improvements into the old farmhouse where they 
spent their childhood. 
They will often, too, havt 
the ^ay when it comes to the installation of new fea­ 
tures to lessen work. 
T he Public Service Company of Northern Illi­ 
nois has not only established the model farm, but it 
has voted to spend $ 1 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 every five years for 
arterial highways to serve the (armers. 
This service involves the building of electric service lines 
along the highways of the countryside and it is already bring­ 
ing current within the reach of thousands of farmers who 
have regularly blown out the candle at eight o'clock and 
arisen before dawn to get their chores done and the cattle fed.
